Agricultural and Practical.

Raising Potatoes from a Grape
Vine.

The Boston Traveler, of the 5th inst,,
ays:

During the summer months a branch of
a grape vine in the yard of Chief of Po-

lice Kartz, at the rear of his house on Tre-mo- nt

street, was accidentally broken, and
to stop the sap, which flowed pretty freely,
he punctured a potato and placed it on the
broken end of the branch. Subsequently
he concluded to try an experiment, and
setting a flower pot under the potato he
embedded it in the earth. Shortly after-

ward he was astonished to see that it had
sprouted,' and continued to grow until it
reached a height of between two and three
feet ;.. This morning upon removing the
pot, he found six small potatoes in it, and
would , undoubtedly have had a' much
larger crop if the accident had happened
a month or two earlier. From the vine
to which the potato was attached one very
good crop of grapes has already been
gathered, and there are now some fifty or
more branches of second crop on tne vine,
which would probably ripen if they were
in a hot-hous- e.

Buckwheat Cakes.
The finest, tenderest cakes can be made

by adding a little unbolted wheat (or
Graham) flour to the buckwheat. Less
than a quarter will do. Mix with cold
sour milk, or fresh (not sweet) buttermilk,
which- is best.' The soda (emptyings are
dispensed with,) when put in cold batter,
will not act satisfactorily. Bake at once.
The heat will start the effervescenae and
as the paste jrises it will bake, thus pre
venting it trom tailing. Hence tne cui--

minatingpoint of lightness is attained. The
batter rises snowy and beautiful, and the
pancake will rise to almost undue dimen
sions, absolutely the lightest and tender
est that that can be baked, with not a
touch of acid. .. More salt, however, must
be added than usual, to counteract the too
fresh taste when soda-alon- e is used. Thus
the bother of emptyings is all dispensed
with : Pancakes in this way can be baked
at any time and on the shortest notice.
We keep our flour mixed, the Graham
with the buckwheat ready for use., ..

American Agriculture.
America has been styled (he granery of

Europe; it is, doubtless, the largest corn-growi-

country in the world. It is main-

ly upon its agriculture that, the progress
of the country depends; its manufactures
are comparatively unimportant, as from
three-fourt- to seven-eight- of the pop-
ulation are engaged in agricultural pur-

suits.' Although we may lea ifT a
deal on various subjects from our go-ahe-

kinsmen in the art and practice of agri-

culture, the old country is in the position
of. teacher. As might' be expected in a
comparatively new country, the acricul-tur- e,

as a rule, is rough, and far behind
that of England. That the farming should
not have the neat and finished appearance
which' it presents id England and Scotland
is not to be wondered at, when the deaf-
ness and scarcity of labor are considered,
and when it is remembered how. large a
number of the cultivators of the soil were
not brought up to the business of farm-

ing. A very large proportion of the farms
in the older States have been reclaimed
from the primeval forest; for hundreds
upon hundreds ot miles the stumps ot the
larger trees still remain in the fields, so
that the date of the settlement of the lo
cality can be calculated by the number of
stumps remaining. In the rocky and
stony districts the stones still remain piled
in heans. the plow arid" reapinc machine
.having to tread tbeir way between these
stumps and heaps of stones. . ,

The grass' of America has nowhere the
splended, nee green of our English past-

ures. .. Whether .this arises from the cli
mate, I have some doubt. 1 think want
of care in preparing tne. land, selection of
seed, and subsequent stocking have some
thing to do with the miserable condition
and appearance of the American pastures.
If sheep are depastured on young perma
nent grasses, a good pasture must not be
expected, even in our humid climate. Af-

ter having traveled for weeks through this
old forest-lan-d, with us blackened stumps
and zigzag s, (or "snake-fence- s,

as they are called,) to get a view of those
grand open prairie lands is a relief scarce-
ly to be described. In the wooded dis
tricts the toil of clearing and bringing the

t land into cultivation is immense. On the
prairies the settler has no such labor; he
has simply to plow up the land and sow
the seed. v The prairie lands. are of three
Einos nai, sometimes use our iens, anq
about as inviting to live in, without in
many parts a tree or a shrub as far as the
eye can reach. ' Then there is the rolling
praines having a slight undulating sur
face and some wood far less monotonous
than the fiat, but not, to those who have
an eye to beauty, so inviting as the rolling
praines... ... .... -- . -

The system generally pursued in Amer
ican farming is one of exhaustion.- The
evils of this practice are beginning to be
felt in the older-settle- d States in the grad
ually and steadily diminishing yield.
There can be no doubt that the evils of
such a course will be much more generally
and seriously felt unless a change of sys
tem be adopted, .notation is little ob-

served. Root crops, except potatoes are
rarely seen. Crop after crop of corn is
taken trom the soil without anything m
the shape of fertilizers being returned.
The bones of the country are either thrown
away, or, when collected, are exported.
So also of the linseed and cotton cake
as there is very little native demand, they
are exported to Europe. The use of ma-

nure and feeding stuffs is practiced by a
few, but they are quite the exception. An
old farmer on the banks of the Wabash,
in Indiana, told me he had grown grain
crops, generally Indian corn, for thirty-fiv- e

years in succession with scarcely a dress
ing of manure, and that the last crop of
Indian corn bad yielded no less than 80
bushels an acre. This land, as you may
suppose, is remarkably rich ;' but, as a
shrewd Quaker from Ohio, who joined us
about an hour after, remarked, such a
course was too common, but that it must
Boon come to an end that he had cleared
no less than 600 acres of land himself, had
brought up a large family and settled them
in farms, and had found it most profitable
to keep plenty of stock, to observe a proper
rotation, and to deal with the soil liberally.
The farms are mostly small averaging
about 100 acres. In the Western country
they are larger,' many being 500 to 1,000
acres. One gentleman, Mr. Sullivant, in
Illinois, who invited me to go and see him,
farms 70,000 acres, and does it systemat-
ically and well. A large proportion of the
cultivators are what may be described as
working farmere men of rough exterior,
but owing to the admirable public school
system, they are generally fairly educated.
The immense circulation of most of the
agricultural journals is a proof that they
are a reading people. The larger and
more opulent farmers are very gentleman-
ly and intelligent men ; know well what is
going on in England I thought, some-

times, better than some English farmers.
There is another, and this a large class in

AmencftT hiMnamate'of farmers.' "Doc
tors, lawyers, bankers, merchants, manu--
facturers all seem possessed with the
same love for farming so general on this
side. I met with many of this class for
the acquisition of land is so easy I found,
however, that they told the same tale am-
ateur farmers .do on this side, viz : That
farming was a very pleasant occupation,
but that it did not pay. The wheat and
other cereal crops are much shorter and
lighter that we grow in Eneland I should
say fully one-thir- d less 30 bushels wheat
being considered a good crop. Indian
corn yields far more 100 bushels an acre
are occasionally raised ; buL50 to 60 bush-
els is considered a fair crop. It is highly
prized, and is often cut green for fodder,
and attains a iieighth of 12 feet. The
feed in an acre is sometimes wonderful.
It is given to all kinds of stock. I find
my own farm horses do well upon the
grain.
